— “At last the tlior- 
oushhreU breeder is to have his big inning, and the I 
$50,000 I.atonia ('hanipionship Stakes is responsible | 
for it.” This was the comment of Walter Hopkins, 
for years manager nf fJeorge J. Ixtng’s Bashford 
Manor place near tliis eit.v. and who for a long 
time was associated with Middleton & Jnngbliith 
wlien tiiat firm owned Tiie Picket and otlier great 
horses. In his time Mr. Hopkins has looked after 
some of America’s greatest race horses from tiieir 
infancy until tiie.v reache<l the race tracks, wiiere 
mun.v of them made turf history, and he says that 
he has longed for tlie day wiien breeders would have 
something to look forward to in the way of finan- 
cial reward for their efforts like the coming big 
event next autumn at the Covington course. 

“Few persons realize the vast expense attached 
to a thoroughbred breeding establishment,” con- 
tinued Mr. Hopkins, “and I want to say that it 
is enormous, not onl.v in these liigh cost of living | 
slays, but uniler any coadittans... Many times, a 
horse does not pay for itself until it is three ! 
years old. as was tlie case of Sir Barton, winner 
of tills .rear’s Kentnck.v Derby, and often tliey 
go even beyond that age before thc.v produce any- 
tliing for tiieir owner or breeder. Of c-ourse tliere 
are otiier instances like that of Eternal and Billy 
Kelly wiiere they more than pay for themselves j 
as a two-year-old. 

RAISING OF ONE HORSE. 

“I will illustrate the labor and expense attached 
to .the raising of jusi one horse from tiie time the 
stallion is mated to the mare. It co»ta anywhere 
from $200 to $500 for stud servive, unless a man 
liapiiens to own both stud and mare, and most of 
the time the latter fee is the rule. 'Tlie mare car- 
ries tlie foal for a year, during which time slie 
must be looked after carefully. Then the foal is 
ilroppeil and is a su<-kling for a year, making two 
years’ labor and expense for the breeder. After 
that it is a yearling, and remember this is the 
lliird year’s work, to say nothing of the exiiendi- 
tiire of money by the owner. Breaking and school- 
ing the yearling preparatory to going into active 
racing the following year is a big task in itself, 
and requires the services of the most expert horse- 
man. 

‘"nien comes tlie two-year-old year, making the 
fourth since the sire and dam were mated, and for 
tlie first time the breeder or owner gets a chance to 
earn some money witli the foal. Some breeders and 
owners are luck.v and get good results wltli two- 
year-olds tliat as yearlings were rated as only 
ordinary, while on the other hand some of those 
wliicii were unusually highly regarded fail their 
owners completely, and they have them on their 
bands as dead expense for another year. Tlie lat- 
ter not only do not pay their way, but they stand 
tiieir owners a big extra expense, because of the 
fact tli.-it as a rule they are nominated in any 
number of .stakes and tliese entry fees are just 
■simply tossed off. 

“With such a race as the Latonia Championship 
Stakes to run in, a man has ample time to remedy 
defects in two-year-olds, if it is jiossible to remedy 
lliem, and have them in their best form as three- 
year-olds. It is realiy at this age that a ’horse 
lias its golden opportunities to earn money, especial- 
ly in Kentucky, with the Kentucky Derby, Kentucky 
Handicap, Latonia Derby anil the Latonia Cliaiii- 
pioiisliip Stakes to run in, their combined values 
aggregating in tlie neighborhooil of $100,000, to say 
nothing of the numerous other stakes, none of which 
is worth less thau $4.(MK1 added. 

WELL-BRED ONES BRING THE HONEY. 

•”Tliese stakes naturally stimulate the breeders 
to greater efforts, as they breeil better and more 
liorses Ix'cause of the chances they have to win 
big sums with them. Not only this, but thc.v 
realize a far better price if they sell them as 
yearlings, as there are an.v number of prospective 
liurchasers who do not worry about price if they can 
get suitable representatives to carry their colors 
in such big stakes. Of course, us I have said be- 
fore. well-bred .vearlings may not turn out as ex- 
liected, but it is the well-bred oiU‘S that will 
bring the money, and a $.50.0UU stake is an incentive 
to tlie breeder to try and get only the best in the 
breeding line. 

"It was the breeders wlio fanned the spark of 
Itossibility into tlie flame of reality of a $50,000 
stake in Kentucky, as they put their shonlders to 
the wlieel from the time it was first eoiiceived, and 
they did not rest until 471 nominations had been ob- 
tained, many of them from the other side of the 
Atlantic Ocean. It was stipulated in the original 
conditions of the rate tliat there must be three 
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SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., August 9. — Arthur B. Hancock, master of Claiborne Stud in 
Kentucky, and Ellerslie Stud in Virginia, bad his hand shaken many times last night and was 
the recipient of numerous congratulations upon the successful sale last night of the thorough- 
bred yearlings from his two noted establishments. 

The thirty head Mr. Hancock sent under the hammer brought an aggregate of $143,500, 
hn average of $4,783.33. Seventeen in his consignment were by Celt, son of Commando and 
Maid of Erin, and they brought him $108,300, an average of $6,370.60. 

In addition to the thirty sold for the account of Mr. Hancock there were sold nine for 
I'aptain P. M. Walker of Page Brook Stud in Virginia, which brought $26,700; two for 
Samuel Ross of Washington, D. C., and one for Frank Shannon of Virginia, which brought 
the grand total of the sale to $177,000 for forty-two head, the general average for the evening 
being $4,214.30. 

Included in the Hancock consignment were five of the progeny of Major August Belmont’s 
Fair Play, which brought $19,800, an average of $3,960. 

There were three of the progeny of Ultimus, now the property of Hal Price Headley and 
William B. Miller, which brought an aggregate of $21,400, averaging $7,133. 

The top of the sales was the chestnut colt by Celt — Sand Dune, by Rock Sand. He was 
knocked down to Phil T. Chinn for $22,500 after spirited bidding, which after $15,000 was 
reached became a three-cornered contest between Commander J. K. L. Ross, S. D. Riddle and 
Chinn. It was not announced that Chinn was bidding for any other than himself, though 
there was speculation as to which of several rich men may have secured him. > 

. Th^- next highest pric e was $15,000 for the brown colt Celt— Pgtrkaa -ly., h» Ard 

PatnekTM having been put downed W. if Karriick, though M;'l. thwart* diathe bi^ng' 

W. V. Thraves, the Lexington oil man, who got the Ultimus — Tsarina colt W'ednesday 
night, bought the Celt— Logistilla cdt for $9,100. This was the third highest price of the 
evening. 

An extensive buyer during the evening was Wilfrid Viau of Montreal, owner of Omar 
Khayyam, Westy Hogan and other noted racers. He secured ten youngsters for a total of 
$46,700. Eight in the band were fillies and are to be the nucleus of his French breeding es- 
tablishment, as he has announced that he ivill shortly go to France and engage in racing in 
that country and also breed racers.. The highest price paid by him was for the Ultimus — 
Elegance filly, which he secured for $7,000. 

The best figure obtained at the sale for a filly was $8,300. T his was for Fair Play — 
Banorella’s daughter, and she was secured by Dr. R. W. McCully, presumably acting for J. E. 
Widener. P. T. Chinn p«d $8,100 for the daughter of Fair Play — Violet Ray. 

The scene in the Fa^g-Tipton paddock had the semblance of a social function more than 
.1 yearling sale, for men and women socially and financially prominent in full evening attire 
i.iccupied points of advanta^, from which they could scan the youngsters closely and com- 
mand the attention of auctioneer George Bain, who was in his best form and drew many a 
laugh and many a bid from the great throng.

Sun Briar First in the Cham- 
plain Handicap in New Track 
Record Time. 



SAE.\TOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., August 9.— Mrs. 
Walter M. Jeffords’ slasliiiig-looking chestnut son 
of Sweeper — Zuna. Golden Kroom, costliest of last 
year’s youngsters, shied his castor into the ring 
this afternoon and made a positive bid for champion- 
ship honors. None who witnessed his performance 
in the Saratoga Si)ecial will deny his right to dis- 
pute the crown with the best in his division. H.v 
tacit agreement, baseil on his unbeaten career. 
Man o’ War has been heretofore proclaimed king of 
tlie two-.Te»r-olds, Unt ' in the ■' light of Golden 
Broom’s eas.v achievement in today’s race, in whicii 
speedy opponents were pitted against him, then- 
became a big doubt, even in the estimation of Man 
o’ War’s most ardent partisans, if the Jefford rep- 
resentative is not the Glen Riddle colt’s superior, lie 
is at least his equal. Golden Broom, in his race this 
afternoon, left nothing to imagination. His work 
was clean-cnt, decisive and thorough. He began 
fast; so fast in fact that he left an impression 
I iu i $ k e - p i iud a.o f some that -ke beaten the gat«. 
Blit tliis was not so, for Panoply, one of Harry 
Payne Wliltney’s pair in the race, showed in front 
at tlie barrier’s rise, but Golden Broom’s high flight 
of earl.v speed carrieil liim into a clear lead in a 
twinkling. Tliere were misgivings by many when 
he was observed out in the lead by himself, for in 
his last race he gave every evidence of having run 
out on the turns, and some expected him to repent 
the performance, but to the contrary, the colt huggeil 
the inner rail this afternoon as If instinctively 
knowing that it would aid him to the victory. He 
maintained his early advantage to the stretch, ami 
when the general closing up process began he had 
sufficient speed in reserve to retain his advantage 
and at the end won under restraint from Wildair, 
another Harry Payne Whitney representative, with 
King Thrush of the J. K. L. Ross establishment 
in third place. 

BONNIE KART BIG DISAFFOINTXENT. 

The outstanding disappointment in the race was 
Ronnie Mary. This filly, that easterners but a short 
Willie back were rating as iirobably the best of her 
age. raced in dull style. True, she was away po«rl.v 
and lost ground by racing wide, but her sendoff 
was due to her fractioiisness at the iiost, which will 
always militate against her. On their resia*ctive 
showings lier«‘ Miss Jemima will have no difficulty 
in beating Bouiiie Mary under even weights. Tinlay’s 
stakes, which is a purely sporting proiwsition calling 
for $500 a side from each entry, witli half forfeit 
in case of failure to go to the barrier, all to go 
to the winner, amoiiiiteil to $8,.’i00 -net and Plate to 
the value of $1,000 that the association added. 

The outcome of the nice held inten’st in France, 
and Mr. Pnink Hitchcock was the first to cable to 
Mrs. H. B. Diir.vea of the victory of Golden Bniom. 
The colt was bred by Mrs. Dnryea in Fnince, liis 
sire. Sweeper, being the winner of the Two Thou- 
sand Guineas, one of England’s classics, carrying 
the colors of Herman B. Diiryea. 

Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s great Siin Briar, which as 
a two-year-old really inaugurated his triumphant 
career at this track by a series of brilliant stake 
victories, came into his own again today when he 
fully ’denihlist rated tliat be is probably tlie best of 
the mature division in taking the Champlain Handi- 
cap at a mile and an eighth in the fast time of 
1:50. the fastest that the distance has ever been 
c-overeil in on tliis track, ami reduces the former 
track rei-onl by one and two-fifths seconds. It Is 
questionable if any horse in America could have 
beaten Sun Briar today, for he won with ridiculous 
ease from his stablemate. Exterminator. The lat- 
ter was also going easily at the end, having Hol- 
lister safe alt through the stretch drive. The race 
was a fast one from the start, with the speeily 
Fairy Wand, triumpher over Sun Briar in their 
last meeting, and joint holder with him of tlie 
American mile record in a race, showing the way, 
with Sun Briar and Hollister her closest attendants. 
Slie continued to hold sway until straightened away 
for the stretch drive, where Knapp called on Snn 
Briar, and he passed into the lead with a rush. 
Exterminator and Hollister had a brief brush for 
sewnd place, but it was not lasting, as Extermiiuitor 
raced by them in tlie last sixteenth and finished 
directly in the wake of his stablemaW. The stake 
had a guaranteed value of $3..VM), with the win- 
ner’s share $2,675 net. 

To<iay’s attendance was on a iiar with any former 
record crowd tliat has witnessed tlie sport here.

H»e Contest was one of tlie best ever witnessed 
through the field, the quartet making the first round 
and going over the obstacles in such alignment 
that- a 'blanket could, .have covej^ them all. After 
the second time over the water jump. Doublet and 
Elyslan drew out slightly and ran as a team and 
fenced simultaneously over the remaining jumps. 
The weight concession of ten iiounds that Elysian 
was in receipt of from Doublet was the telling 
factor in the final drive, and Mrs. Ambrose Clark’s 
colors passed the finish in front by a length.

liundred nominations or the event could he called 
off, and tl»e breeders saw to it that this goal was 
easily attained in a comparatively short time. After 
this number was reached they continued their ef- 
forts until a few in excess of half as many 
more as required were received. 

“To furtlhSr show their interest in the big stake, 
some of the most extensive breeders wlio are mem- 
bers of the Thoroughbred Horse Association clubbed 
together and. In the name of tlieir wganixation, do- 
nated $1,000 to be used to purchase a gold cup 
which will be presented to the winner. Such a 
spirit on the part of men who raise thorough- 
breds could not result in otherwise than a great 
race, and the day on which it is run at the La- 
tonia coarse imxt autumn will no donbt mark a new 
e|K>ch in the annals of racing.’’ 

EASTEBBEBS AFTER THE RICH PRIZE. 

“Every eastern owner and trainer with good 
representation in the big stake told me that he 
would go after it,” said general manager M. J. 
Winn, wlio paid a flying visit to this city follow- 
ing three weeks' ao)onrn at Empire City. “Sam 
Hildreth assured me tliat only an accident will 
prevent Cirrus from being sent to laitonia, while 
J. W. McClelland said tliat he will devote the 
greater part of his time between now and next 
October having Eternal prepared for the race. From 
wliat I learnetl in New York. Eternal and Vindex, 
the latter owned by Harry Payne Whitney, will be 
seen in action se.ldom, if at all, at Saratoga, both 
being saved for tlie Latonia Championship Stakes. 
It was this stake that i»rompted me to put on the 
Lexington Cup Handicap, $5,000 added, at one and 
one-half miles, and the Twin City Handicap of the 
same value at one mile and five -eighths at La- 
tonia, as I want to give the owners of the liorses 
which favor long distances plenty of opportunities 
to earn money, and these two races will lead 
right up to the stellar event which will be over the 
route of one mile and three-quarters.” 

Trainer James Rowe evidently had fall racing in 
view when lie let up on Vindex after the Whitney 
colt deveh»p**d such u sour disposition in the early 
spring. In the Kentucky Derby the son of St. 
VIctrIx — Belh'fontaini showed an ugly mood when 
he snd<lenl.v refused to extend hirngielf after being 
In a contending position in the early ninning, and 
he wound up in last place. In the Preakness at 
Pimlico Ik> was even worse, as he was left at tlie 
post. Since tliat time, however, trainer Rowe has 
been going along slowly with him ami, according to 
advices from Saratoga, wliere he is training for 
the loitonia Clinmpionship Stakes, lie has seemingly j 
lost his mean traits. He has been sent miles in 
the vicinity of 1:42 recently, and Rowe still has two 
inunths in which to get him at his best for the 
Latonia stake. I 

WAR PEHMABT A SURE STARTER. 

War Peniiiiiit’s recent victory caused trainer H. 
G. Itedw'ell to iuinoiiiiec tliat lie will immediately 
Is'gin llic task of preparing liim for the Latonia 
Chanipionship Stakes. It was a lucky break for 
Cumiiiander J. K. L. Ross that War Pennant recov- 
ered from an injury tliat kept liim on tlie shelf for a 
long lime as quickly as he did, as he is the only 
eligililc that the Canadian siatrtsman has in the 
rail*, llcdwell will use the intervening time be- 
tween now and October to fit liim to go a long 
route, and 1 m: t'an he depended upon to have him 
gissl and read.v when the day of the race rolls 
around. 

Not much is being beard of the Kentucky repre- 
sentatives in the big event, and if any of them 
liope to <ope successfony with the easterners, they 
' will have to show vast improvement over their 
efforts of last spring. However, the bine grass 
owners and trainers always can be deiiended uiion to 
fiirnisli plenty of contention in stakes, and they 
are sure to uncover a few horses which will make 
it a good contest. 

HUNTING, WISHING AND SPORT 

Tlie largest wenkflah taken so far tl'is season 
in the vicinity of Forked River, N. J., was landed 
by Mrs. Ward of Fret>hald from her houseboat 
anelMired in Bamegat Bay.

August 9.— An old- 
time Jo<-key, one who lias probably forgotten more 
than some of the present-day artists will ever know, 
spoke rcther interestingly yesterday on the matter 
of runaway horses. The subject was brought np 
when one of tlie crowd declared that Golden Broom 
was the fastest horse lie had seen at Saratoga. His 
remark was the outcome of the colt’s sensational 
rush on the outside of tlie field in a condition race 
last Monday. 

The old-tim<! Jockey said: “Many a person has a 

mistaken idea that because a horse runs out and 
finishes a race in sensational manner that had 
lie run straight* be must have won the race. In nine 
cases out of ten a horse that *runs out. as did 
Golden Broom, is outnioning himself and tearing 
off for a short spin when entirely out of control 
of his rider. There is no question the horse is 
ninning fast, but he is desperate at the time and 
may never show such a performance when running 
truly and as race horses should run. I don’t say 
that Golden Broom is not a fast horse, but fre- 
quently too much allowance is made for a horse in 
future calculations when he puts in a quarter of a 
mile as fast us did Golden Broom. Wlicn one of 
those youngsters takes a notion to get tlie bit be- 
tween its teetli and scampers off, no rider can pre- 
vent him from doing Just What he Mkes. 1 simply | 
mention tlicsc facts from practi«-al knowledge, that 
too much allowance is made for runaway colts. 
Golden Broom may be the best colt of the year, but 
he will have to prove it to me in a purely legitimate 
way and without any excuse ns to what he might 
have done or might do.”
